Size Not Essential 
to Independence. 
The Smallest Republic 
An Army of 
Threo Soldiers A Quaint Old Place. 
Hawaii Larger than Any of Them. 


The permanence of republican insti 
tutions in Hawaii 
has been doubted 
by many 
prophets, 
who hinted that 
the new commonwealth 
would 
ex- 
perience difficulty in maintaining Its 
independence, 
Buys the New 
York 
Msii and Express. 
Did these predic- 
ted 
ever 
consider 
how many 
other 
republics, much smaller in size and in 
population, several of them, too, with- 
out the advantage of insular position, 
bad stood the test 
ot time and 
pre- 
served their autonomy, in spite of the 
jealousies of their powerful neighbor? 
The following 
account 
of the little 
republics of the world will show that 
the promoters of the Hawaiian 
com 
moo wealth had plenty of precedent to 
encourage their faith iu the future 
There IsPilcairn Island; Itself, like 
Hawaii, situated in the Pacific Oceau, 
immeasurably 
inferior 
to President 
Dole's district in aiea, population and 
very other important respect, wh.oli 
has long remained in the peculiar po 
sitinn of being independent and fr.e 
from interference without ever having 
had 
its national 
existence 
formally 
recognized. 
Its 
first settlers, from 
whom the present inhabitants are ex 
clusively descended, were the mutiu 
nuscrewof an 
Engll-- h 
man-of-wa- r, 
Bounty, famous iu story 
Lying 
In the southern 
seas in the 
region of the Australasian continent, 
is the island 
of Fruncevllle. 
One of 
the New Hehrides.it 
Is not far from 
New Caledonia. 
Iu area eighty odd 
niilef. It is mainly 
occupied by a out 
500 natives, the white 
lie 
lug less than halt a hundred. 
France, 
which originally 
had control of tlii-- 
pluce, gave it, in 1879, a charter of in 
dependence, 
promising 
that no other 
power should 
be permitted 
to 
int-- r 
fere with it. 
The people elect a presi 
dent, who governs 
with Uieal lot an 
advisory 
council 
of eight members. 
The 
pre-idet- 
hi addition to his ad 
ministrative 
functions, exercises Judi 
clal powers, aud there 
Is 
no appeal 
from his decisions. Although no 
offic-ca- n 
be held 
by colored citizens, uui 
versa! suffrage 
prevail-- , 
wiihoul dis 
tinction 
of sex or color. 
The chief 
trade of the island is with France, and 
is sufficiently 
good to affnul a living 
for all, 
pauperism 
being 
unknown. 
Just now the president 
is au Ameri- 
can, R. 
D Polk. 
Tho 
Smallest Republic. 
To Europe, however, we must 
look 
for the smallest 
of all self governing 
peoples 
Some dozen miles from the 
dcaudinavlan 
coast to the northeast, 
the long, narrow 
Wand of Tavolara 
rise- - from the sea. 
Five 
miles long 
and about half a mile wide, its soil 
is 
cultivated 
by the natives 
only to a 
limited extent, 
being the staple 
industry 
Tavolara's 
census sbons a 
population of but fifty or slxtt 
sou s, 
a miniature republic, indeed. 
Nearly 
sixty 
ears ago the then King of riar 
dinia, Charles Albert, gave the island 
to the Bartoleoni 
fami'y, who, in the 
perron of King Paul I, reigned supreme 
as a royal bouse until 1882. 
Thl- - ruler 
died under peculiar circumstances. 
A 
sufferer trom heart disease, 
he st 
down to write hi- - will and was found 
dead iu his armchair a few hours later. 
The will itself 
was 
a unique 
dix-- u 
meut, for King Paul, instead of devi 
iug legacie-- , 
had 
simply 
requested 
that the island kingdom lie sunender 
ed by the Bartol.oul family 
to the 
people, who were to form a republic.

"If there was to be another flood 
and another Noah 
there would be 
just as many people ketched in the 
the rain." 
This aphorism 
recurs to anyone 
who takes a turn through the Chi- 
nese 
quarter 
and 
watches 
the 
methods in vogue 
there for getting 
rid of the refuse from 
the kitchen. 
In the reference 
to the flood there 
is a silent 
allusion to the recent 
cholera trouble. 
The stupendous job of cleaning 
up of the city, and the 
inconven- 
iences 
to which the Chinese were 
put in having 
their 
hou.-e- s 
and 
yards 
put 
in 
order should have 
been a lesson to those who were not 
touched by the scourge. 
But it wasn't. 
The Chinese are as careless today 
as ever and 
the 
ignorance or in- 
difference to sanitary laws is aB ap- 
parent as it was 
before 
the Belgic 
came with 
her 
cargo 
of infected 
freight and passengers. Dishwater, 
refuse 
and 
slops are as recklessly 
thrown out on the surface and left 
to rot and stink 
as 
ever, and nui- 
sances 
are accumulating 
with all 
the pristine 
vigor of 
ante-quaranti- 
days. 
It is no tecret, this vio- 
lation of 
laws 
laid down 
by the 
Board of Health, 
not 
here. 
The 
men and women 
would 
b,e hurt if 
an intimation 
was 
made 
to this 
effect; it is the way they have been 
brought up, and 
all 
the 
laws in 
Christendom 
would 
not 
change 
them, unless, perhaps, a policeman 
should be present 
at 
all times to 
see that the wishes of the Govern- 
ment are carried out. 
If 
one 
wants 
to 
take 
a trip 
through Chinatown to learn what 
is being undone in the sanitary 
line it should be made in the bright 
glare 
of the sun. 
He 
will 
have 
every opportunity to see the accu- 
mulation of dirt ; he will realize, 
too, that there are not enough em 
ployees in the Board of Health 
to 
properly enforce 
the sanitary laws 
of the city. 
But everyone who visits China- 
town 
is not interested 
in health 
matters ; like people 
who go miles 
to witness a prize fight, they visit 
it fur the peculiar fascination 
law-breaki- ng 
lias for certain classes of 
society. 
The Chinese 
quarter 
of 
Honolulu does not present the same 
attraction to the sightseer as China- 
town of San Francisco, Portland, or 
even some of the smaller cities on 
the Pacific coast, and the reasons are 
plain. 
Our laws here against such 
enjoyments 
as the 
Chinese 
have 
are so rigidly 
enforced

Consul at Sn Diego, will prove in- 
teresting to those persons who are 
experimenting with canaigre. 
Fears have been entertained that 
the production of canaigre in New 
Mexico, Arizona and Texas, 
would 
attain 
such 
dimensions that 
the 
market for the article would soon 
be overstocked. 
While large quan- 
tities of the 
root 
have been gath- 
ered and shipped from those regions 
it has been show n that 
the yield 
without irrigation 
is so small that 
it will 
not 
pay to cultivate the 
roots and depend on the rainfall, 
which 
in 
those 
sections 
seldom 
amounts to more 
than 
five inches 
per annum. 
In time, no doubt, 
irrigation 
will 
be 
practiced and 
large quantities of the roots grown, 
but in these islands large crops can 
be crown 
without irrigation, and 
our geographical 
position is such 
that we shall alwavs have an ad 
vantage over the interior States of 
America. 
Most of the roots planted in this 
country 
last 
year 
were 
planted 
from four 
to 
five months too late 
and did not amount to much. 
All 
that was planted before the middle 
of November 
gave a good crop of 
fine large roots, rich m tannic acid. 
Roots that were planted 
too late 
will, if not disturbed, grow again 
this year and yield a good crop. 
The plant is peculiar, in this coun- 
try; it will not grow, no matter 
how much you 
irrigate 
it, before 
October. 
It will 
then 
commence 
and grow until May and June, and 
will 
then die 
down 
and 
remain 
dormant until the next October, to 
again 
go through the same course. 
There seemb every prospect of 
canaigre 
becoming 
an 
important 
industry on these islands, particu- 
larly for small farmers, and the 
probable yield 
of 
canaigre 
roots 
will be from fifteen to twenty tons 
to the 
acre, provided the land 
is 
well plowed and the crop well cul- 
tivated. 
Three tons of the roots 
will make one ton of the dried chips 
worth in Europe from 
S to 
11 
per ton of 2240 
lbs. 
An outfit 
consisting 
of a 
good, cutting 
ma- 
chine and 
a 
horse-pow- 
er 
can 
be 
laid down in this country for $200. 
The cut roots 
w ill dry in seven or 
eight hours of sunshine, and when 
bagged it is ready for market. 
It is to be hoped that all 
those 
who have any of the roots growing 
will continue the cultivation, and 
do whatever they can to make the 
industry a success.

The natives have been set to work 
in the mines opened by English 
companies ; they wear white man's 
clothes ; they have shanties, where 
formerly they lived in kraals ; they 
bay American implements, and one 
of them has said that 'more can be 
got from a plough than from six 
xvives. 
Thus, while the 
miision-arie- s 
have gained, 
success 
among 
some of the pagan 
races, there are 
others 
of these races more 
stiff-necke- d. 
It is particularly hard to 
win over the Chinese, the Hindoos, 
the Hottentots of Africa, the 
In- 
dian tribe of South America, and 
the aboriginal Australians."

THE-- DDUSTRIES. 


It is certainly strange that pub-- 
lie sentiment 
is 
sd quiet, if not 
dead, in the matter of developing 
varied industries. 
The British Col 
onies, and 
the 
newer 
American 
states are pushing the matter of 
this development with great energy. 
The subsidies and aid granted bv 
the Colony of Victoria to the dairy 
interests 
has at last developed a 
trade of 15,000,000 with Europe. 
Any one now knows, if he looks 
into It, that we should have a fruit 
and vegetable trade with the Coast, 
owing to our early seasons and our 
ability to take 
the 
cream of the 
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trade in oranges, lemons, tomatoes, 
etc. 
This has not been done. 
The 
experimental station, xvhich should 
give the latest 
and 
most reliable 
results in the selection of plants, 
seeds, 
and 
other 
products, 
does 
not 
really 
exist. 
It 
should 
be 
the 
starting 
point 
of 
valuable 
agricultural 
industries. 
Instead 
of a number 
c--f 
desultory, incom 
plete experiments, 
carried 
on in 
different 
places, 
by men xvho have 
no time to attend to them properly, 
the xvork should be concentrated in 
one, or a fexv places, under the best 
management. 
We have the man 
ager, 
xvhy can't 
xve have the sta- 
tion ? 
No doubt the 
has 
many burdens to carry, but this 
matter 
is not only supremely im- 
portant, 
but 
Sugar 
and 
ranching have been a hot blizzard 
on 
the 
smaller 
industries, 
but 
should bo so no longer. 
The small expense incurred by 
the 
and 
planters in 
introducing the ladybird has made 


coffee-growin- 
g 
and 
orange-raisin- 
g 


possible. 
It is an investment 
xvith 
a good return. 
So the agricultural 
station should be one of the " thou- 
sand per cent." investments. 


THE 
ATLANTA 
EXPOSITION. 


Although there have been larger 
and 
more pretentious 
expositions 
than that 
noxv in progress in At- 
lanta, 
Ga., 
and notxxuthstanding, 
as xvas recently stated 
in 
an 
ex- 
change, the daily 
attendance 
re 
ceipts are 
not 
so 
large that the 
managers see fit to publish them in 
the papers, there is an unusual and 
peculiar significance to this com 
mendable project instituted by the 
active men of the Southern States. 
Governor Atkinson of Georgia, 
in the 
October 
North 
American 
Review, calls attention 
to the fact 
that the South still remains largely 
an unknoxvn land 
to the average 
Northerner, 
and 
its 
topography, 
flora 
and 
fauna, habits and cus 
toms 
are 
almost 
as unknown to 
him as 
to the untraveled inhabi- 
tant of another 
continent. 
Shut 
off from close communication with 
each 
other 
bx-- the 
difference 
in 
their labor systems the Northerner 
first 
became 
acquainted with the 
country as a member of an invad- 
ing army. 
The flood 
of immigra 
tion, 
too, tnat has 
been pouring 
in at the port of New York 
was 
naturally turned toward the North 
and West. 
It is a significant fact 
that many of the wide awake pio- - 
rneers in the south atter the war, 
were veterans of Sherman's army, 
and 
the 
new 
South, 
noxv 
ri; 
from the solid foundation 
of free 
labor and ridding itself from the 
slaverv of "king cotton " is making 
a bid for the immigrants 
that are 
becoming 
a drug on the market in 
the northern latitudes. 
At the Atlanta 
Exposition 
the 
people of the South are advertising 
to the world, and 
more particu- 
larly their 
fellow-countryme- n, 
that 
the 
resources 
for varied industry 
are not to remain dormant. 
Of the negroes, Governor Atkin- - 
son says, "No oppressed race ever 
made such advance 
from 
abject-- 
ness and barbarism 
to such a high 
state of progress in the arts and 
inventions" 
as is evidenced in the 
Negro building of the exposition. 
"Nor does an emancipated 
white 
serf or peasant in the white coun- 
tries of the world have the same 
protection 
for 
life, 
liberty 
and 
property, 
nor 
the 
same 
oppor- 
tunities 
for 
the 
pursuit 
of 
happiness 
a3 
are 
afforded 
the 
negro 
in the States, 
where 
he 
was once a slave." 
Of the equality 
oi the negro with the whites he 
says: "God never tried to make 
him the equal of the white." 
This 
is a cropping out of the Governor's 
well known aversion for the blacks, 
yet the negro building to which he 
points with signal pride stands in 
evidence that the negro mind can 
be trained and developed nearly to 
a level with the white when given 
the proper tutelage. 
The Governor 
touches an harmonious chord when, 
in closing, he says : " What travel 
once did for a few, the Exposition 
now does for all ; it not only gives 
a sight of the strange and marvel 
ous, 
the useful and 
beautiful 
of 
other nations, but an insight into 


the character of the people and the 
causes, 
as well as the effects, of 
meir civilizations; it sxveeps away 
prejudices, broadens the judgment, 
teaches that in all his diverse sur- 
roundings man remains practically 
the same, and impresses upon both 
the mental and the moral sense his 
universal brotherhood."

his opponents. 
While he may be

the same position.
